BUSINESS STILL DORMANT 


Normally active trading did not 
develop during the past month, and 
few signs of improvement are ap- 
parent-in the-'business world at-this 
time. Buyers in all lines are cautious, 
jionfining purchases for the 
most 
part to goods needed for i-znmediate- 
consumption, 
and placing 
future 
orders of only limited size. 
' Not all industries, 
indeed, are 


favored with even restricted future 
buying, iron and steel being a noted 
example. The last _tour weeks have 
been one of the worst periods ever 
experienced in that business. 
The 
demand suffered a further relapse, 
prices declined in 
spite of the at- 
tempt stabilization, and production 
schedules were replaced to a point 
less than 25 per cent of the 
indus- 
try's capacity. Shipbuilding plants 
are in the throes of still greater 
depression; no new orders are being 
received, operations are confined to 
the completion of ships already un- 
der construction, and 
many old 
orders are being cancelled. 


The demand for petroleum, both 
crude and refined, is poor, and that 
for bituminous and anthracite coal 
but little better.

HARMFUL PRINCIPLE 


It is known that the poisonous 


principle which makes poison ivy so 


noxious to susceptible persons is 
toxicodendrol, a substance that is in- 
soluble in water but soluble in ether 
and alcohol. So active is it, says the

American Medical 
Association, that 0.005 
Milligrams

inflammation.

The poisonous principle of poison 
oak has just been discovered by Dr. 
J. B. McNair and called by him lobi- 
nol. Inflammation is caused by ac- 
tual contact with the 
resinous sap 


of the plant, but this contact 
may 
result through the intermediary of 
such objects as clothes, shoes, cro- 
quet balls or even 
smoke. And it 
may be transferred by the 
finger- 
nails or hands from one part of the 
body to another.

"1 believo tho fault of pasturing all summer with- 
out supplementing feeds is one of tho greatest sins.

responsible for decreased milk and buttcrfat produc- 
tion. 1 speak from an experience of my own. 


"Kino-tenths of the dairraon are at fault In that 
their co~vs are underfed, and no small percentage 
hc.ro cows on their farms that arc actually starrtne- 
To a largo cztcit. this is due to an ignorance of 
food properties and Talues as, for Instance, a feeling" 
that corn fodder, or com silage even, and bran 
make a balanced ration. 


"What ii grass anyway? What sort of a maate 
*ood Is it that It should be considered a perfect feed 
for dairj cows? The answer is that grass Is prac- 
tically hay with water In it, and what fanner tout 
even pretends to keep cows would think of feedimr 
his stock on moist hay a'l winter Tot that is oil 
tho feed tho poor cow usually gels throughout thv 
Bummer 


"I hare heard the argument raised that since gran 
is the natural food for cows. then, when there to 
plenty of it, that Is all she needs Tho answer IM 
that since tho production of milk In larger quantity 
than Is necessary for her young la an unnatural 
function of the cow. unnatural methods must bar 
•adopted to produce it. Green grass will furnish, that 
nutrition for o. coWs body maintenance, and Its an- 
petlzlng and stimulating qualities will encouran. 
milk production. But all too often tho stimulative 
quality reacts, and by encouraging greater milk pro- 
duction when she does not receive a greater supply 
of food, her body makea up the difference, so that 
by the end of grass season, her body Is weaker than 
in the spring. Then the dairyman must build her 
op during tho winter months and receive a greatly 
reduced mill: flow while doing It, 


"In 1017 I fed my cows until June 10, and. Vxm 
my neighbors, gave them pasture alone until Sep- 
tember 15, when their steadily decreasing milk Hear

Bureau of Internal Revenue Issues 


Formal Statement Based on

The Bureau of Internal Revenue has 
completed its arrangements to bet its 
share of the proceeds of the Demp- 
sey-Carpenter bout, amounting pos- 
sibly to 
?400,000. Commissioner 
Blair said to-day he would have men 
on the ground to look atfer the in-

strength enough to get on their feet 
and walk around. In the case of weak 
or very crooked-legged foals It may be- 
necessary to assist them in getting the- 
teat, but often an effort is made to 
force them to nurse before they are 
ready. Nature takes Its own time on 
such occasions, and hurrying and bus- 
tling may do more harm than good. 
Before the foal nurses wash the mare's 
udder with a warm 2 per cent solution 
of a good coal-tar disinfectant and 
then rinse with warm water. The first 
milk which comes from the mare Is 
known as colostrum and acts as -a 
physic on the foal, causing the fecal 
matter In the intestines to be dis- 
charged; hence the folly of milking 
the mare before the foal comes merely 
because there appears to be too much 
milk In the udder. If the contents of Sf 
the bowels are not ejected naturally 
within twenty-four hours, two to four , 
tablespoonfuls of castor oil shaken'in. A 
milk should be given, and it also may.: 
be advisable to Inject warm water or 
two ounces of castor oil Into the bow- 
els. Repeat this treatment every three 
or four hours un^i! the bowels move/

To offset the danger of navel infec- 


tion In foals (which causes a disease 
known as joint-Ill), the navel cord 
should be washed several times a day 
by holding up around the cord a large- 
necked bottle, which has been nearly 
filled with a:t to 1.000 solution of cor- 
rosive sublimate (blchlorid of mer- 
cury),, or by saturating the stump with 
full-strength tincture of JodJn. Then 
dust It with powdered slaked Jlme. 
This should be repeated each day until 
the navel cord drops off. In case the 
navel does not dry properly or shows 
inflammation, a veterinarian should be 
called. Mares are inclined to be peev- 
ish or cross when with their young, 
consequently It is advisable to per- 
form the foregoing precautions as 
speedily as possible, and then lenve 
the stable so that the mare and foal 
can rest without being disturbed.

congresses agreed to 


take vacations with them. It looks to- 
day as If congress was going to keep 
President Harding here, through the 
long summer season, and probably 
through the equally long autumn see- 
son.

There have been few summers, in 


fact only one since the year 190T, 
when a President of the United States 
has been able to get away for any 
length of time, knowing that congress 
also was to be absent from its Capitol 
Hill post. .Every President hi recent 
years has been able to take something 
of a vacation, but each one has been 
cut short by the exigencies of the leg- 
islative case. 


Net Much Vacation Time Recently. 
On March 4, 1907, the short second 


session of congress came to an end. 
A new congress had bee'n elected, but 
President Roosevelt did not call It 
into extraordinary session. So it was 
that he had some seven or eight 
months' leeway with no congress on 
his hands and he took advantage of 
the fact to make one or two rather 
extended trips and to put In consid- 
erable time at Oyster Bay. 


In 1908 there was the long session 


of tEe new congress. 
On March 4, 


1909, Mr. Taft came Into office and 
called congress together at once for 
the purpose of enacting a new tariff 
bill, and it took a long while to do the 
work. In 1910 there was a regular 
long session and in 1911 there came 
the estraordiaary session which gave 
consideration to the Canadian reci- 
procity measure. 


Congress was tn session in the sum- 


mer of 1912 when the Republican and 
Democratic parties held their conven- 
tions and remained in session for some 
time thereafter.

I nients of government with a view to 
I tlie promotion of efficiency and econ- 
omy. 


The chairman of the committee, or 


as it Is generally called, commission, 
is Walter F. Brown of Toledo, O., who 
Is not a member -of either house of 
congress. 
He was appointed to the 


place of chairman as President Hard- 
ing's personal representative. 


Office seeking and 
office holding 


have more 'or less direct connection 
with the plans which are being made 
for reorganization of the departments 
of government and for the Installing 
therein of methods of efficiency and 
economy. It may seem rather an un- 
pleasant thing to say, but there is a 
general feeling among the perhaps 
mor,e or less flippant-minded onlook- 
ers In Washington- that not all of the 
senators and representatives are much 
pleased at some of the means which 
are likely to be proposed for the en- 
forcing of economy in the bureaus. 
The plan may mean fewer jobs for the 
faithful. 


Already the President of the United 


States has felt called upon to notify 
the employees of certain bureaus of 
the government that they must cease 
their efforts to Influence members of 
congress to prevent the transfer of 
this bureau or that bureau to some 
other department 
than 


which it now Is located. 


the one In 
Some of the 


employees fear that they are going to 
lose their jobs in the Interest of 
economy. Not for a minute will any 
one of them admit that the losing of 
his particular job would be in the in- 
terest of efficiency. 
A lot of these 


employees are worried and some ol 
them have been trying to influence 
congress to prevent the completion ol 
plans for contemplated changes 


Patronage Will Be Decreased. 


It is known as definitely as anything 


can be known that in some of the de- 
partments of go\ernment there Is an 
overlapping of work and that also 
there is duplication. The plan is to 
take certain bureaus and put them in 
the departments where rightly they 
belong and to eliminate some of the 
bureaus which are duplicating the 
work of others, or merge them into 
one bureau with a smaller personnel 
list. , 


One reason why some senators and 


representatives are said not to be 
pleased with some of the change* 
which are proposed is that some ot 
the patronage may be eliminated. 
Moreover, If the personnel In some ot 
the bureaus is decreased materially 
some of the senators and representa- 
tives will have on their hands a good 
many men and women who come from 
the home districts and who, finding 
themselves out of jobs, will blame the 
men who represent their districts.

Tne history of congressional ses- 


sions after Woodrow Wilson came 
into office Is well remembered. There 
was the first extraordinary session to 
pass a new tariff bill, and after that 
came sessions which were taken up 
with war problems, and all except 
one of which were prolonged. 


It must not be supposed that when 


Presidents get away from Washington 
they are relieved from work. Unless 
they go to Alaska, or to some other 
noncontiguous 
possession 
of 
the 


United States, their summer resi- 
dences are magnets to draw all kinds 
of people, cabinet 
officers, senators 


and representatives and other govern- 
ment officials on public business bent, 
and the crowds of the curious and oft- 
times -self-seeking ones who have the 
money to make the pilgrimages. 


Summer Capitals Busy Places. 
President Roosevelt was only fair- 


ly well aloof from the multitude when 
he was at his summer home on Saga- 
more Hill. 
Mr. Taft fourid that his 


chosen place near Beverly, Mass., 
was of easy access. He had about 
o.3 much work to do at Beverly as he 
did at Washington, or at any rate his 
time was about as fully taken up 
there as at the capital. 


Mr. Wilson succeeded 
In getting 


some real rest in the New England 
hills, but later at Shadow Lawn, which 
was nearer at hand, officials on busi- 
ness Intent nnd the curious and In- 
quisitive fount! means of reaching him 
without undue trouble. 


agriculturists throughout the country 
probably, will be interested in a bill 
known as the "public shooting* ground 
and game refuge bill," which has been 
introduced 
simultaneously 
In 
the 


senate and the house by Senator New 
of Indiana and by Representative 
Anthony of Kansas. 


This bill provides for the establish- 


ment of shooting grounds for the pub- 
lic, for estarllshing game refuges and 
breeding grounds, for protecting mi- 
gratory birds and for requiring federal 
licenses to hunt them. 


It is known, of course, to men who 


like to hunt game birds in season, that 
under the terms of a convention be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
certain restrictions already have been 
placed upon the killing of migratory 
birds. Spring shooting has been abol- 
ished and other protective measure 
are in force. 


There Is trouble in the way of the 


continued enforcement of the treaty 
law. 
The money available for the 


employment of federal wardens is not 
sufficient to meet the expenses and to 
insure adequate enforcement of the 
statutes. The bill which Senator New 
and Representative Anthony have in- 
troduced provides for a $1 federal li- 
cense fee from every gunner. This, it 
Is known, will give the government 
enough money to carry .sirat the provi- 
sions of the laws governing the shoot- 
ing and the protection of migratory 
birds. 


Measure Generally Indorsed. 


Messrs. New and Aiithony are very 


much interested to the bills which 
they have Introduced. It is- said that 
a good deal of the marsh land which 
has been drained in various parts of 
the United States, thus depriving cer- 
tain species of birds of their natural 
resorts, proves to be valueless for ag- 
ricultural purposes after the draining. 
Certain constituents of the soil have 
rendered It unfit for agricultural pur- 
poses and the land becomes waste. It 
Is proposed to determine what marsh 
lands will be of no service after drain- 
ing and have the government purchase 
them or rent them for game refuges. 
The money derived from the small 11- 
tense^fee, it Is expected, wHl cover all 
the costs In the case. 


Game protective associations have 


Indorsed the measure and it has re- 
ceived the indorsement, as well, of the
